Jogless Jog When you knit in 
the round, you are basically 
knitting a spiral. Therefore, 
the last stitch of one round 
is one stitch higher than 
the stitch below, resulting 
in a jog if you are changing 
colors while knitting stripes. 
To avoid this jog, knit with 
the first color in the normal 
fashion. Switch colors and 
knit the first round of the 
next color. When you come 
back to the stitch marker at 
the beginning of the round. 






QUICK KNIT 



slip the first stitch of the new 
color in the second round, 
and knit it when you return 
to it at the end of the round. 
Repeat this process each time 
you change colors. The end of 
the round shifts one stitch to 
the left each time you change 
colors, wrapping around the 
bag as you knit, but this is not 
noticeable.

(q) AIL the neuu

Never fear, Allyson. 

Charts are a way to 
represent information visually. 
Instead of reading a line of 
directions stitch by stitch by 
stitch by stitch, you can “see” 
the stitches as you knit along. 
Charts are not difficult to 
master, but you need to follow 
a few guidelines. 

Use the chart below as ref- 
erence. It s also helpful to use 



a row counter to remember 
which row you’re on. Cable 
charts don’t always make it 
easy to figure out where you 
left off, and you don’t want to 
repeat or miss a row. 

Read through the pattern 
before starting. For example, 
some charts show only the 
right (public-facing) side be- 
cause all wrong side rows are 
purled, often indicated by a 
chart’s rows having only odd 
numbers. 

Familiarize yourself with 
the stitch symbols used in the 
chart, either by referring to 
its legend on the same page 
or checking out the stitch 
key. Not every publisher or 
designer uses the same 
symbols for the same stitch. 



One advantage to seeing 
cables in chart format is that 
the chart symbols usually 
indicate whether the cable 
cross leans to the right or the 
left, so you can check your 
work right away and make 
sure you’re on the right track. 

Charts are usually read 
from bottom to top. When 
you’re knitting flat, they’re 
read from right to left on odd 
rows, and from left to right on 
even rows. Often a chart’s row 
numbers are located on one 
side and often with just the 
odd numbers showing. 

When you’re doing your 
gauge swatch, compare the 
chart to the written directions. 
This may put you at ease when 
you read charts in the future.

Q Felting scares me. 

What steps can I 
take to preuent a felting 
disaster after I spend all 
that time knitting? 



First, Margarete, 

I’m assuming you’re 
talking about what I call 
“knit and shrink felting” vs. 
needle-felting or wet felting. 

First, consider the project 
and its purpose. Felted slip- 
pers, for example, will stretch 
when worn, so they’re often 
deliberately made smaller. A 
felted hat should fit the head 
it’s made for, right out of the 
washer. And if a bag shrinks 
an extra inch in the washer, 
it’s still useful. 

For peace of mind, it’s 
a good idea to knit and felt 
swatches to get an idea of 
how much the yarn shrinks. 
In addition, check your proj- 
ect periodically while it’s in 
the washing machine, so you 
can rescue it from becoming 
Lilliputian if need be. 

Items felt very quickly. 
You’ll want to check the 
progress of your project ev- 
ery 5 minutes. Once it starts 
to felt, check every minute 
or two. You’ll know it’s felted 
when you can’t make out 
individual stitches. 
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Once it reaches that 
stage, take it out and 
measure it. Is it the size you 
want? If not, let it go for a 
little while longer. There’s 
no rule of how long you 
need to keep your piece 
in the washer. Take it out 
when it s ready. 

When you’re felting 
bags, hats, or anything 
with an opening, you open 
your project up, literally, to 
distortion from the water. 
Instead of a nice pillbox 
shape, you’ve suddenly got 
a bucket hat, for instance. 

To prevent this, loosely 
whip stitch the opening 
closed using cotton yarn or 
another non-felting thread. 
Remove the thread before 
drying the item. Leaving 
the piece to air dry on an 
appropriately shaped item, 
such as a jar or coffee can, 
will help preserve the shape.

Fair Isle Knitting: Diuide and Conquer 





Q I started uuorking 
^ on my first Fair 
IsLe project, from the 
March/Aprit 2011 issue.

Speed comes with 
time, Maya. I know, 
that’s cold comfort. 

Eventually you’ll find the 
way that works best for you. 
Some knitters like to hold one 
color in each hand and knit 
the right-hand yarn “English” 
(by wrapping the yarn around 
the needle) while the other col- 
or, held in the left hand, is knit 
“Continental” (by picking the 
yarn through the stitch with 
your needle tip). I like to wrap 
one color around one finger 
and one color around another 
and move my hand back and 
forth a little when wrapping 
the appropriate color for the 



next stitch. Experiment! It 
will get easier, I promise. 

Meanwhile, as for your big 
stitches, don’t worry. Almost 
everyone’s Fair Isle looks 
wonky while it’s being knit. 
Even people who actually live 
on Fair Isle! Why? Maintain- 
ing perfectly even tension 



with two colors of yarn is 
not easy. However, there is 
a secret weapon: blocking. 
Washing and blocking your 
pieces makes a world of dif- 
ference. The stitches relax 
and (almost magically) even 
out. Try it for yourself on a 
swatch and see. dK

nitting with beads has 
been a favored tech- 
nique for centuries, to the 
point where pieces were fully 
covered with beads in floral 
and figural designs. Fortu- 
nately, there are simpler ways 
to add the glamour of beads 
to your knitting. We’ll focus 
on the three most common, 
all of which are featured in 
the Starry Night Clutch on 
page 31). 

What You Need 

You want to choose a yarn 
that can withstand the abra- 
sion of beads. Yarn that is 
smooth, firmly plied, and 
thin enough to fit through 
the beads is best. Silk or cot-

ton fibers are particularly 
strong. On the flipside, 
choose beads that don’t 
unnecessarily strain 
the yarn. Select beads 
with smooth edges and 
uniform holes. In general, 
Japanese or Czech seed 
beads are best and come 
in a variety of sizes, from 
tiny 11/0 to the much 
larger 2/0. For worsted- 
weight yarn, choose 6/0 or 
4/0 beads. 

Stringing the Beads 

For most techniques, you 
need to pre-string the 
beads on the yarn. Tap- 
estry needles are usually 
too large to fit through 
the hole of the beads, so 
instead, try a “big eye” 
beading needle or, 
even, a dental floss 
threader from your 
local drug store. 
Once you thread 
your needle, slide the 
beads down the yarn. You 
don’t need to count the 
exact number of beads 
you need and string them 
all at once; in fact, this 
tends to slow down the 
work and strain the yarn. 
Thread enough to work 







SHp-Stitch Beading

If you’d like to add more 
dramatic effects or shape 
your knitting with beads, 
then slide beading is for 
you.

panic. Cut a short length 
of yarn, string on a bead, 
and thread it on a tapestry 
needle. Insert it through the 
stitch that is missing a bead, 
snug the bead up against 
the work, and weave in the 
tails to secure. You can 
also get creative by sewing 



beads onto the surface of 
your knitting for a beaded 
embroidery look. Or you 
can use the hooked beading 
technique to add beads to 
a crocheted trim. Instead 
of beads, try paillettes or 
charms to add a bit of bling. 
Most of all, have fun!

FELTING 

Set your washer to hot, on 
a heavy duty cycle with low 
water. Place the Mouse parts 
into a mesh laundry bag or 
a pillow case. It takes a few 
minutes for the pieces to show 
signs of shrinkage. Once they 
do, check them often, at least 
every one or two minutes. 

Pull pieces out when the stitch 
definition is completely gone 
and they are the correct size. 
Because they are so small, the 
Hands, Feet, and Nose may 
never completely lose their 
stitch definition. They also 
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may need to be felted longer 
than the Body and Head. 

Lay out all pieces and let dry 
completely. 

FINISHING 

When pieces are completely 
dry, fill the Body with enough 
stuffing to achieve the Mouse 
shape as shown in the photo. 
Poke a finger into the center of 
the stuffing and fill with catnip. 
Fill the Head with polyester 
stuffing. If the hole is not large 
enough, poke a knitting needle 
into it and jiggle it around to 
enlarge. Thread the yarn needle 
with A. Sew the Head to the 
Body using a tiny overcast 
stitch. If the stitches are small 
enough, they will disappear 
into the felt. Sew on the Snout 
in the same manner. Thread 
the needle with B and using 
photo as a guide, embroider 
several large overcast stitches at 
the end of the nose. 

You can adjust the size and 
shape of the Ears by thread- 
ing a length of A along the 
outside edge of an Ear. Pull 
on both sides of the yarn to 
make the Ear smaller and 
cup in. Tie off when you 
have the desired shape, sew 
to head and weave in ends. 
Repeat with the other Ear. If 
you like the size and shape of 
the Ears, skip prior step and 
simply sew onto the Head. 
Embroider the eyes in C, also 
using several overcast stitch- 
es. You may want to split the 
black yarn into a single ply 
to have better control over 
the size of the eyes. Sew the 
Hands and Feet onto the 
Body, using A and the photo 
as a guide for placement. To 
give the Hands a little shape, 
sew a small pinch at one end 
of the Hand before sewing to 
the Body.

Using Lifelines 




If you're a newcomer to lace, lifelines are your 
friend. These are strands of yarn you use to mark a 
row you know you've knit correctly. They help pre- 
vent dropped stitches if you need to rip the project 
back because of an error. To create a lifeline, thread 
a strand of contrasting color yarn in a finer weight 
than the working yarn onto the yarn needle and run 
the needle through the stitches while they're on the 
knitting needle. Cut the contrasting yarn, leaving 
a long tail at either end. Leave the lifeline In place 
until you're sure that you don't need to fix an error. 
Place a new lifeline periodically, removing the old 
lifeline. Also, note which row of the pattern you're 
on when you place a lifeline. If you find an error 
and need to rip back, remove all the stitches from 
the needle and unravel the work until you reach the 
lifeline. Place the stitches back on your needle, be- 
ing careful not to twist any of the stitches. Resume 
the stitch pattern with the row following the one 
where you placed the lifeline.

Round 3 > [Kl-f/b, kl] 6 
times — 18 sts. 

Round 4 ^ Knit. 

Round 5 ^[Kl-f/b] 18 
times — 36 sts. 

Rounds 6-16 ^ Knit. 

Round 17 -f [K2tog] 18 
times— 18 sts. 

Round 18 > Knit. 

Round 19 ♦ [K2tog, kl] 6 
times— 12 sts. 

Round 20 > Knit. 

Bind off 

HEAD 

With D, cast on 5 sts. 

Roujs 1-2 ♦ Beginning with 
right side row, work in St st. 
Rouj 3 ^ [Kl-f/b] across— 

10 sts. 

Rouj 4 ^ Purl. 

Roujs 5-6 ^ Repeat Rows 
3-4—20 sts. 

Roujs 7-10 ^ Work in St st. 
Rouj 11 > [K2tog] across — 

10 sts. 

Rouj 12 -f Purl. 

Rouj 13 ^ [K2tog] across— 

5 sts. 

Shape Neel? 

Change to double-pointed 
needles and work in 1-Cord 
for 12 rows. 

Bind off 

BEAK 

With C, cast on 5 sts. 

Roujs 1-2 ^ Knit. 

Rouj 3 ^ K2tog, kl, k2tog — 

3 sts. 

Rouj 4 ^ Knit. 

Rouj 5 ^ Sk2p. 

Fasten off 

LEG 

(Make 2) 

With double-pointed 
needles and C, cast on 2 sts. 



Work in 1-Cord for 3"/7.5cm. 
Bind off 

WING 

(Make 2) 

With D, cast on 9 sts. 

Roujs 1-4 ^ Knit. 

Rouj 5 > Skp, k5, k2tog — 7 sts. 
Rouj 6 ^ Knit. 

Rouj 7 4 Skp, k3, k2tog — 5 sts. 
Rouj 8 ^ Knit. 

Rouj 9 ♦ Skp, kl, k2tog — 3 sts. 
Rouj 10 ^ Knit. 

Rouj 11 4 Sk2p. 

Fasten off 

FINISHING 

Thread a length of yarn through 
cast-on and bind-off rows of 
Tail and pull to gather. Knot 
to secure. Stuff with fiberfill. 
Sew side edges of Tail closed. 
Thread a length of yarn 
through cast-on and bind- 
off rows of Body and pull to 
gather, stuffing with fiberfill 
before closing. Knot to se- 
cure. Sew one end to Tail. 
Thread a length of yarn 
through cast-on row of Head 
and pull to gather. Sew Head 
seams, stuffing with fiberfill 
before closing. Knot to se- 
cure. Fold Beak in half and 
sew cast-on edge to Head. 

WATTLES 

With double-pointed needles 
and F, cast on 3 sts. 

Work in I- Cord for 2"/5cm. 
Bind off. 

Sew each end of Wattle to 
either side of Beak and onto 
Head. Sew black seed beads 
on to Head for eyes. Sew 
Neck to center front of Body. 
Sew back of Head to Body. 

Fold .5"/1.5 cm at each end of 
Legs for feet. Sew center fold 
of Legs to Body. Sew Wings 
on either side of Body.
